SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The set of four colour separations Untitled (also known as No 11 Four Photographic 
Separations) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The set of four colour separations has been given this classification because it is 
considered to promote and support the use of coercion to compel a person to submit 
to sexual conduct. The publication consists of four separate sheets of colour 
separations which are made of plastic and are monochrome in appearance. The 
sheets are used in the printing process. The set of four colour separations contains 
photographic images of male/female sexual activity. The activity includes fellatio and 
vaginal intercourse, with some close focus images of this activity. One quarter of the 
set of four colour separations is occupied by a single image which presents a male 
bound with rope about his neck, torso, wrists, thighs, and penis. The male is bound to 
a waist-high wooden frame by the rope and appears to be pulled back against this by 
a female sitting behind him, bracing her legs against the frame. The bindings prohibit 
the male from preventing activities against him. The male appears to be suffering 
discomfort. The scenario is sexualised by the nudity of the male, the rope tied about 
his penis, and its context among other explicit images of sexual activity. 

Consideration is given to si 4, s5, and s6 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(the NZBR Act). Due to the presentation of the use of coercion to compel persons to 
submit to sexual conduct, s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 (the FVPC Act) is applied to this set of four colour separations. Section 14 of 
the NZBR Act is inconsistent with s3(2) of the FVPC Act, which is a deeming provision, 
and therefore si 4 of the NZBR Act does not apply to this set of four colour 
separations. 
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
